"For “Several s@asons past the West 
Point game has been looked upon by the 
coaches here as a semi-final test for the 
‘choosing of the players who will be 
started in the final big games, as it is 
the only hard contest on Yale’s schedule 
before the Brown game four weeks hence. 
It has been an almost invariable rule 
here that those players who have dis- 
tinguished themselves against West 
Point have found regular positions on 
the first eleven for the remainder of the 
season.

COLLEGE SPORTS 
TO BE DISCUSSED 
BY NATIONAL BODY 


Call for Annual Fall Meeting 
of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association Sent 
Out by President Pierce 


Requesting that the members of the 
organization give careful consideration to 
football developments this fall, Capt. P. 
E. Pierce, president of the National Col- 
legiate A. A., announces that that body 
will send out a questionnaire before the 
annual meeting, scheduled for Dec. 28, 
at the Hotel Astor, in regard to the 
game, and asks that all interested will 
operate in making such action of value. 

Among other things Captain Pierce 
touch upon in his communication are no- 
ticed the following: 

“It is a pleasure again to state that 
the National Collegiate A. A. is in a 
flourishing condition. Evidently the col- 
leges and universities throughout the 
land are reaching the firm conviction 
that a nation-wide effort is necessary to 
secure the best educational results from 
college athletics. It is on this account, 
then, that the National Collegiate A. A. 
has grown in membership to some 80 
colleges and universities, whose students 
number more than 100,000, 

“At the annual meeting the program 
will include the following addresses: 


“The Military Value of Athletics to a 
Nation,” Maj.-Gen. Leonard Wood, chief of 
staff, United States army. 

“Collegiate Athletics from the Viewpoint 
of the President of a University,’’ Chancel- 
lor McCormick, University of Pittsburg. 

“The Influence of Collegiate Athletics 
‘pon Preparatory Schools,” Professor 
Scudder, Rutgers Preparatory school. 


“The afternoon session will be one of 
great interest, including reports from 
representatives of the various districts 
into which the United States is divided, 
the football rules committee, the central 
board of football officials, the committee 
on track athletics, and the committee on 
the amateur law. 

“It is proposed this year to hold an 
evening session, at which an opportunity 
will be given for an interchange of views 
from representatives of all parts of the 
country on topics of immediate and gen- 
eral interest, such as the employment of 
professional coaches. Topics for discus- 
sion may be proposed by delegates, and 
the proceedings will be informal.

WORK PROGRESSES 
UN NEW BASEBALL 
PARK IN BACK BAY 


Stands Will Seat 28,000, but 
Will Have Only One Deck 
—Construction of the Dia- 
mond Begun 


AMONG THE LARGEST 


Work is now well under way on the 
new plant of the Boston American 
League Baseball Club, detailed plans of 
which have now been announced. The 
new park is located in the space between 
Ipswich, Lansdowne and Jersey streets 
and Brookline avenue. The stands will 
be among the largest in the country and 
will be up to date in every respect. 

The grandstand will be a one deck 
affair, with foundations strong enough to 
build on a double deck at any time in 
the future that such a move may be 
considered advisable. The retaining wall 
will be built of brick. The pavilion and 
bleachers will be temporary structures, 
built of wood. | 

Twenty-eight thousand people will be 
able to find seats in the stands and 
bleachers. The seating capacity of the 
park is divided as follows: 

Grandstand 15,000 
Pavilion .......e6. TETTTTiTe 8,500 
Bleachers 4,500 

28,000 

The left foul line will be 325 feet in 
length. There are no seats in left field. 
The distance to the fence in center will 
be 450 feet and along the right foul line 
330 feet. 

Work on the ground itself is well un- 
der way. The outfield has already been 
loamed’and seeded, and the diamond it- 
self is now under construction. It is 
to be sodded with sod from the diamond 
on Iluntington avenue. 

None of the new baseball plants in the 
country will superior to the new 
Lansdowne street park. The plan for 
the local stand is original, but none of 
the parks erected within recent years 
has an important feature which will be 
lacking in the new Boston plant. 

Some of the new plants which have at- 
tracted unusual notice within the last 
few vears are those of the Chicago Amer- 
icans, the New York Nationals and Pitts- 
burgh Nationals. Much money was spent 
on these parks and the seating capacity 
was greatly increased, following the in- 
creased interest in the national game. 
But the local park undoubtedly will he 
just as good,from the point of practica- 
bility and just as handsome in appear- 
ance. 

In one respect the stands will differ 
from the style of. those erected in other 
cities. It will have but one deck. In 
the opinion of the local club officials one 
deck, made amply large to accommodate 
the crowds, will be sufficient and much 
more desirable. It has been argued that 
spectators will not enter the upper deck 
in any of the new parks unless they are 
forced to, and so the local stand will be 
built deeper than most of the others. 
However, the stand will be so built that 
another deck can be built at any time. 

Entrances are planned on Ipswich and 
Jersey streets.

Circular to Powers 
(Special Correspondence of the Monitor) 

CONSTANTINOPLE—AS a result of 
a recent meeting of ministers at the 
Porte another circular has , been de- 
spatched to the powers in w hich, after 
referring to the steps leading up to the 
declaration of war by Italy, it is pointed 
out that hostijities were commenced by 
that country “before the period of 24) 
hours granted in the ultimatum had 
actually expired. 

Continuing the circular states that 
“notwithstanding the fact that the state 
of war affords Turkey all! rights to the 
adoption of measures resulting from it, 
Turkey is, nevertheless, suspending the 
execution of such measures, and is mak- 
ing a fresh appeal to the great powérs 
in the hope that there is still time to 
avoid war.” It is also explained in the 
circular that, in taking the above step, 
that refraining from fighting, the 
Ottoman empire is going against na- 
tional sentiment and expresses ‘the hope

PRESIDENT OF TUFTS 
SAYS COLLEGE TESTS 
SHOULD BE EASIER 


“Personally, I believe that there is 
much justice in the complaint of the 
secondary school teachers that the col- 


leges are far too rigid in their demands, 
and I would add, too technical in the 
enforcement of them,” says President 
Hamilton of Tufts College in his an- 
nual report to the trustees of that in- 
stitution, made public today. regarding 
the entrance requirements, 

“T have much sympathy with the de- 
mands of the teachers,” declares Presi- 
dent Hamilton, “that the colleges should 
meet the schools half way, instead of 
compelling the schools to be governed 
by them. Almost all college subjects 
are, or may be, begun at the very be- 
ginning in college. Under these condi- 
tions a cast-iron entrance requirement 
is illogical if not absurd, 

“In my opinion persons desiring to 
enter college should be asked to present 
whatever evidence they can of maturity 
and attainment. These would ordinarily 
be evidences of graduation from high 
school, but in many cases would be 
quite different. If they seem to war- 
rant the expecthtion that the applicant 
can do college work he should be given 
an opportunity to try it.” 

President Hamilton says that after 
a trial of a year in the medical school,

AATE-MAKING BASIS 
MUST BE DETERMINED 
BY OUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON-—To determine aie 
shall be the basis of rate making is the | 
most important question to be decided by | | 


the supreme court of the United States in 
the state rate cases, according to George | 
T. Simpson, attorney-general of Minne- 
sota, who ex-officio a party to the 
suit brought by stockholders of railroads 
operating in Minnesota to prevent the 
enforcement of the act of the Legislature 
of that state fixing freight and passen- 
ger rates on roads operating therein. 
Shall the railroads base their rates on 
first cost of construction, upon present

cost of reproduction of respective sys- 
Or is there some base between 
these two extremes for rates which shall 
yield the roads a fair return for their 
investment? This is the problem to be 
solved. 

Judge Sanborn, the United States cir- 
cus judge before whom the cases were 
tried, declared that the roads were en- 
titled to a net income of 7 per cent 
on present valuation and that with the 
rates fixed by the states in force that 
rate of interest coukl not be earned. Judge 
Sanborn/also decided that there was an 
interference with interstate commerce 
and that the state law was unconstitu- 
tional on that ground. 

“Of course, the question whether there 
has been interference with interstate 
commerce is one of great importance, 
not only to Minnesota, but to all the 
other states in the Union, as it involves 
the question of how far the states can 
go in railroad operations within their 
borders,” said Mr. Simpson. “But the 
whole case really rests upon the supreme 
court’s decision as to what shall form 
the basis of rates. 

“I can illustrate my point best” by 
taking the Northern Pacific railroad as 
ar. eximple.. Say that the initial 
of construction was $250,000,000. By 
reason of increase in population of the 
country through which the road runs 
and the consequent increase in the vaiue 
of the property and the enormous in- 
crease in the value of the terminals in 
the big cities, the present valuation is, 
for purposes of illustration, $500,000,000, 
Fifty years from now, if the ratio of in- 
crease is kept up, the system will 
worth $1,000,000,000, 

“Now, the question is whether the su- 
preme court, after full consideration of 
the case, will decide that the Northern 
Pacific railroad is entitjed to 7 per cent 
or any other percentage of income on 
$250,000,000 or on $500,000,000. If the 
court should say that the initial 
should be taken as the basis of rates, 
the rates would be kept down to a mini- 
mum.

/remains practically the same. But if the 
court should decide that present or: fu- 
ture valuations shall govern the making 
of rates the rule will inverted and 
rates will increase as time goes on, no 
matter what the volume of business. 

“My own idea of a proper valuation 
as a basis for rate making is to add to 
the original cost 6 per cent for each vear 
the roads failed to pay dividends. This 
would insure to the roads what I regard 
as legitimate earnings and at the same 
time would insure rates that would be 
more reasonable than if the cost of re- 
production should be permitted as a basis 
for making them. 

“This question is important not only 
to the state of Minnesota, but to every 
other state in the Union. There isn’t a 
great railway system in the country, but 
what can make the same showing of in: 
creased valuation since it was constructed. 
This applies to New England and the 
other eastern states, to ‘he middle West 
and to the far West. 

“Because it:is of such vital interest 
to the states and to the people who have 
to pay the cost of transportation, «it 
seems to me that the question of what 
shall constitute the basis of rate making 
far exceeds in importance the other issues 
raised in these cases.”

EGG MINCE

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Points on economical héating of hgatse 


HE requirements of house heating 
demand a variable service; some 
days as much as the furnace will deliver, 
others a moderate amount, and still 
others none at all. the logical way of 
meeting this demand is to vary the heat 
generated; that is, the amount of coal 
burned. The coal consumption should be 
as nearly as possible in exact proportion 
to the heat required for actual use, This 
means that the ‘useful heat must bear 
ratio to the unavoidable 
wastes under all conditions of service; 
a condition which may be approached, 
although it is not possible to realize it 
entirely. Further, for economy, it is 
necessary to make the wastes as small 
as possible that the useful heat may be 
increased, says Good Housekeeping. As 
far as chimney wastes are concerned, 
the adjustment should be as follows: 
First—\Keep the fire door slide almost 
entirely closed under all conditions of 
normal operation. How much opening 
should be left varies with the kind of 
coal used and the furnace. It should be 
experimented with to find the proper ad- 
justment. Remember that the average 
rate at which your coal pile disappears 
is the one substantial criterion of your 
management, so watch for, results. 


Second—Keep the slide in the ashpit 


> 
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the air inlet is then increased in sizg by 
opening the ashpit door. 

Third—The damper in the smoke pipe 
should be open only enough to permit 
the required service of heat to the rooms. 
To get more heat, increase the draft by 
opening the damper. This increases the 
air supply ang makes it possible to burn 
the fuel sore rapidly, with a consequent 
inarease in the rate at which useful heat 
is released. 

Fourth—When no heat at all is needed, 
but it is-desired to hold the fire, throw 
on fresh fuel up to the firedoor sill level, 
and then close all openings except, per- 
haps, the slide in the firedoor, By thus 
cutting off the air supply combustion is 

ecked almost entirely, the leakage 
through the joints and cracks being suf- 
ficient to support it at a gentle rate. 

It is well to experiment systematically 
with all these adjustments before adopt- 
ing a fixed procedure. If the foregoing 
principles are borne in mind, and if the 
coal pile is watched, it should not be a 
difficult matter to determine the regula- 
tion for maximum economy. 

It is well to mention here that if the 
smoke pipe is entirely closed, the fire 
being very hot, the furnace is apt to 
“gas,” that is, thre off noxious fumes 
into the cellar, which may pass through 


crevices in the ventilating flues into the 
dwelling rooms. On this account a small 
outlet should always be left, except as 
under the fourth direction above, the 
fire then being too cool to cause gassing.

One of the books that will shed light

PEAT WORTH MILLIONS 
[OWN RODE ISLAND, 
OAYG SURVEY REPORT 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Prof. Charles 
W. Brown of Brown University, who is 


in charge of the natural resources sur- 


vey being made of the state under an 
enactment of the General Assembly, says 
that there is a supply of peat hitherto 
unrecorded in the state worth $30,000,000, 

“It is only a matter\of time,” he says, 
“when our immense peat deposits will 
be utilized. Just as soon as people rec- 
ognize its economic value and proper 
methods of handling it in large quanti- 
ties are perfected our peat will come 
into use,” 

It has been known that Rhode Island 
was Wealthy in peat, but no systematic 
survey or rough appraisal of its value 
has been made until now. Most of this 
peat wealth has been found in the gla- 
cial terminal moraine which stretches 
toward the south shore, marked by al- 
ternating swamps and ponds and sand 
and gravel hills, although there are bogs 
in some of the northern towns. 

Profes#>r Brown says the peat is in 
beds varying in depth from one foot to 
nine feet. He figures that it is worth #3 
a ton, and that it will not cost more 
than $1 a ton to get it to the market.

SIONACT, OPPOSED 
Y FINANCE BOARD, {5 
DEFENDED BY FRAMER 


Prof. F. Spencer Baldwin, one of the 
framers of the pension act which was 
authorized by the Legislature for adop- 
tion in Boston, and which the finance 
commission opposes, defends the act and 
scores the finance commission for ita 
attitude in a statement to the mayor 
and city council. 

His communication which has been 
forwarded to the mayor and the city 
reads, in part: 

“The other cities of this commonwealth 
look to Boston for leadership in all mat- 
ters relating to the. improvement of 
municipal administration. But according 
to the finance commission, ‘there ia no 
reason why Boston should be the first 
municipality to try the experiment in- 
volved in a general pension act.’ It 
seems to me that there is every reason 
why Boston should take the lead and 
set the example in this reform. If the 
principle recommended by the finance 
commission were to prevail, Boston must 
always follow and never lead. The com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts has adopted 
a retirement system for state employees 
identical with the plan for municipal 
employees proposed for the city of Bos- 
ton, which will go into effect on Jan. 1 
next. 

“The finance commission shows lack 
of comprehension of the deeper issues 
involved in this question of retirement 
systems for employees. There is urgent 
need in this country of developing con- 
tributory systems of various kinds, in 
order to forestall agitation for a general 
pension scheme such as that adopted 
in Great Britain three years ago. The 
establishment of a scheme like the Bri- 
tish would be undesirable.”

The resolution authorizing the inves- 
tigation directs the committee to “in- 
quire and report to the Senate at the 
earliest date practicable what changes 
are necessary or desirable in the laws 
of the United States relating to the 
creation and control of corporations en- 
gaged _ interstate commerce and what 
changes are necessary or desirable in 
the laws of the United States relating 
to persons or firms engaged in inter- 
state commerce.” 

The resolution gives the committee 
full sway in calling in experts to assist 
it. 

Senator Clapp of Minnesota, chairman 
of the committee, admits that he has 


a gigantic task before him, but says he , 


is eager to begin. The breadth of the 
resolution enables the committee t3 take 
up the question of the cost of living 
and that phase of the work will prob- 
ably receive the greatest attention from 
the public. 

While it is impossible for Congress 
to fix the prices of food, there are sev- 
eral bills pending that are aimed to 
bring about a system of minimum wages 
and maximum prices for the necessar- 
ies of life. All thesé bills will be care- 
fully considered. 

Most of the committee’s inquiries will 
be conducted in Washington, but it is 
empowered to go all over the country 
in search of information if it so desires. 
It is hardly probable that much travel- 
ing will be done the coming winter, but 
before it completes its work the com- 
mittee probably will visit many of the 
large industrial centers. 


RETIREMENT FOR 
STATE. EMPLOYEES 
BEGINS NEW YEARS 


Retirement for state employees under 
the first system of the kkd established 
in the United States will begin with the 
new year. 

“Employees are to be assessed rerularly 
on their salaries and wages, andl the 
amount of retiring allowance in gach 
case will depend upon the length of ser- 
vice and the amount of. contribution of 
the retiring emplovee. 

The retiring allowance is made up of 
an annuity provided by the employee's 
own contribution and a pension paid from 
the state treasury. An individual ac- 
count is to be kept with each employee, 
and in case of withdrawal from the ser- 
vice or decease the amount of the con- 
tribution is refunded.

N. H.—A. Lincoln Foilene 
and Mever Bloomfield of Boston, who 
attended the conference on the principles 
of scientific management just held here, 
express themselves as heartily indorsing 
Congressman Redtield’s condemnation of 
the action of those who take advantage 
of the increased efficiency of the worker 
to cut his-vate of pay. 

Mr. Filene says: “It is fatal to elfl- 
ciency in any worker to have his in. 
creased capacity used for Selfish ends. 
Scientific management will fo forward 
only ax all the interests concerned pro- 
fit equitably. When so carried on you 
will find labor men supporting it just 
us they support the Massachusetts idea 
of industrial education. 

“Employes, workers and citizens gener- 
ally need to get together in order‘to safe- 
guard the right methods of promoting 
scientific management. A good illustra- 
tion of this is the way the cloak and 
suit trade in New York is now carried 
on as the result of Mr. Brandeis’ work in 
last vear’s strike.” ; 

Mr. Bloomfield says: “Workingmen 
favor efliciency. No normal man under 
proper incentives and with just treat- 
ment wants to do less than his best. 
Scientific management will prevail just 
as soon as the human element in indus- 
try is treated as of like value with ma- 
chinery, I was glad to see that the real 
leaders in this movement and that some 
of the best business men at the confer- 
ence saw the workers’ point of view.”

BANK OF ENGLAND AND ITS 


FINANCIAL SERVICES TO STATE 


National Monetary Commission Issues Translation of In- 
teresting 1 reatise—Instructive Discussion of Great 


Financial Institution 


WASHINGTON—The national mone- 
tary commission has published a trans- 
ation of Dr. Eugen von Philippovich’s 
‘The Bank of England and its Financial 
Services to the State,” which, though 
well known to students of banking, has 
1itherto only been accessible in the Ger- 
nan language. Dr. Philippovich does not 
itudy the Bank of England as a factor 
nm the economic growth of the nation, 


put rather the “relations between the 


sank and the English financial adminis- 
‘ration, and the form which they present 
voday.” 

Some banks, of which the German 
Reichsbank and the Bank of Japan are 
ixamples, have been organized out of 
sand by legislative enactment to aid in 
- she administration of government /finance 
ind to provide banking resources fdr in- 
lustry and convenience. The origin of 
ihe immense powers of the Bank of Eng- 
and was quite different. Although the 
Bank of England was founded in 1694 it 
lid not gain its present intimate connec- 
jon With government finance until the 
iineteenth century. The present powers 
if the bank were acquired as experience 
ihowed government officials that the 
lacilities of the bank could be used to 
\dvantage in the administration of the 
mublic receipts and ‘expenditures. In 
nany cases the bank was first made use 
f by finance ministers and paymasters, 
ind the legal authority followed later. 
nm the Bank of Englafid, therefore, we 
lave the best possible example of the 
evelopment of an institution that has, 
ittle by little, taken on new functions 
nd new public responsibilities as ex- 
erience showed these powers to be eco- 
iomically desirable.

However, it was the increasing/share 
taken by the bank in the daily admin- 
istration of the public receipts and ex- 
penditures that caused the alteration in 
the English financial administration, At 
the end of the severteenth century all 
the officials of the exchequer “were ab- 
solutely independent in their application 
and employment of public money. Each 
official had to give security depending 
in amount en that of the money to be 
received.” Paymasters, likewise, were 
assigned certain amounts for which they 
were personally responsible. Some of 
the officials and paymasters depfsited 
the government funds at their disposal 
in the Bank of. England; some made 
other disposition of the funds. “Dur- 
ing the eighteenth century the connec- 
tion between the bank and the public of- 
fices grew continually closer. The bank 
acted merely as a banker, and the rela- 
tion between the public offices and the 
bank was no more than that between a 
private person and his banker.” 

Between 1780 and 1834 the relations 
between the bank and the public offices 
were systematized, but it was not until 
the latter date that the real union of the 
public treasury with the bank took place. 
The duties of the various officials were | 
then defined by law and the ‘ollowing 
principles were adopted for the manage- 
ment of the public money: 

“(1) All moneys payable to the gov- 
ernment were paid: into the bank either 
directly or through the intermediary of 
the receivers. 

“(2) All public money held by the 
bank was to form a single fund known 
as the ‘account of his majesty’s ex- 
chequer.’ But separate accounts were to 
be kept for the public offices correspond- 
ing to the separate services. 

“(3) The exchequer account was 
available to the comptroller general only, 
'and) he employed the same on the re- 
ceipt of warrants from the treasury, 
which warrants must rest either on an 
order from the royal sign manual or a 
grant of Parliament.” 

“After 1834 it was no longer possible 
to speak of a central public treasury 
unless by this the bank was meant.” The 
additional changes adopted later merely 
made the government audit more efli- 
cient and improved the details of the 
system. 
| “No change has been made during the 
‘nineteenth century in the methods of 
‘borrowing or in the administration of 
‘the funded debt.” Since 1853 the un- 
funded debt has been of three forms: 
treasury bills, exchequer bills and ex- 
chequer bonds. The treasury bills . 
semble non-interest-bearing bills of ex- 
i change, running for less than a year and 
subject to discount. The exchequer bills 
entitle the holder to a stated sum at 
‘any date after one vear and within five 
\Years of the date of issue. The interest 
rate is announced quarterly in the Lon- 
don Gazette. The exchequer bonds are 
;coupon bonds made out in round sums, 
|payable to bearer, and mature within six 
|years from date of issue. The bank re- 
ceives,a rate of payment for administer- 
ing the public debt, which rate depends 
‘on the amount of the debt outstanding 
at certain dates. 

At present, then, the public revenue is 
concentrated in the bank under the name 
of “the account of his majesty’s ex- 
chequer”; daily transfers are made to 
the bank accounts of the issue depart- 
‘ments for distribution; the function of 
the treasury is “to secure a constant 
correspondence between the receipts and 
issues”; in case there is a cash deficit 
the Bank of England makes a “deficiency 
‘advance” to the treasury at a rate of 
interest agreed upon, the loan to be 
repaid out of the receipts of the consol- 
idated fund; revenue is received and pay- 
ment is made by bills of exchange; trans" 
fers between the head offices of the gov- 
ernment are accomplished by book en- 
tries merely. Dr. Philippovich declares 
that the English financial administration 
‘at the Bank of England is “the finest 
example of an economical centralization 
'of public receipts and issues.” 

Public finance in England has ceased 
to be isolated from private finance 
through a gradual historical growth, The 
government has necessarily become an 
important factor in the money market 
because of its responsibility for the man- 
agement of the bank as well as because 
of its own financial needs.

259. 

The Boston & Maine owns the Ports- 
mouth, N. H., electric railway, steamer 
Mt. Washington, Portsmouth and Dover 
Point toll-bridges and dining cars oper- 
ated on the system... It leases the Con- 
cord & Manchester electric branch, 
steamer Lady of the Lake, Wells river 
toll-bridge. ' Pemigewasset stage line, 
Mystic elevator, Hoosac elevator, Rotter- 
dam stock yards, Union market stock 
vards, West Lebanon stock yards, Hoosac 
tunnel dock and aw local coal discharging 
plant.

$10,500,000; Liggett & Myers Company 
with assets of $30,000,000, and P. Loril- 
lard Company with assets of $28,000,000, 

The 10 smaller companies will be as 
follows: American Snuff Company, 
George W. Helme Company, Weyman & 
Bruton Company, Conley Foil Company, 
Johnston Tin Foil & Metal Company, 
McAndrews & Forbes Company, J. 5. 
Young Company, United Cigar Stores 
Company,  LBritish-American Tobacco 
Company and Porto Rican-American To- 
bacco Company, 

The Tobaéco company asks that the 
court extend until March 1, 1912, the 
time it shall have to carry out plan. 
Also that, should unforeseen difficulties 
arise in execution of plan, the company 
have leave to apply to the court for 
such modification of the plan or other 
relief as may be necessary; that all 
persons be enjoined from in any way 
interfering with the carrying out 
of the plan, and that the company 
have other and further relief that may 
be proper and just in-the premises. 

Asserting that the dissolution plans as 
filed in the United States circuit court 
by the American, Tobacco Company in 
no way comply with the spirit of the 
supreme court’s orders, President Ira 
Morris of the Independent Tobacco Sales- 
men Association of America declared that 
ithe acceptance of the plan will be vig- 
orously fought by the independent inter- 
ests all over the country.
